Children and 
adults that are food handlers, defense 
workers, or who work around children, 
shall be isolated for an additional wee 
after the expiration of the quarantine 
period. All other adults shall be released 
at the end of the quarantine period. 
Provided that no patient with a dis- 
charge from natural orifice or wound 
shall be released from quarantine until 
such discharge is shown by culture to 
be negative for Streptococcus Hemoly- 
tieus.
